‘When ang 
of thefe puzzled him, he would revolve them in his mind up- 
on his bed, and make them out, when every one of the honfe, 
but hinfelf, were afleep ; for his memory is fo tenacious he 
needed: not then the book. ‘Thus has he made hinifelf mafter 
of Luclid, Plain and Spherical Trigonometry, Navigation, the 
Conic Seétions, Algebra in all its.parts. He has alfo ftudied 
the great Maclauria’s Syftem of Fiuxiens, and underitands the 
method of calculation by them. In thort, I do not believe any 
thing of that furt above his comprehenfion, He has not, in- 
deed, had accefs to fee many mathematical inftruments; but 
fach is his thirft after this kind of knowledge, that, by his fa- 
ther’s permiflion, he propofes paying a vifit to the Obfervatory 
at Edinburgh, and I hope he will be fo happy as to find an in- 
troductor. eo.

There is fome redfon to imagine, that the affront offered by 
the States of Holland to the Emprefs of Ruflia, will -be warm- 
ly refented by that power ; for fuch is the nateral difpofition of 
man, that we are more inclined to pardon a grofs injury than a 
flight infult. As a‘mediator in behalf of England, ‘the Em- 
prefs wis furely entitled to good manaers; bat the: friendly 
propofals the held out were not merely declined by the Myn- 
leers, they were contemptuoufly and infultingly rejected : And 
tecaufe the Emprefs profeffed hetfelf the friend of England, 
{ie was upbraided with having approved herfelf the enemy of 
the States of Holland, by a premeditated difingenciry and du- 
plicity of conduct, manifeftéd in the vain promifes with which 
(they declare) fhe had been accuftomed'to amufe them. 

This morning advice was received at the Eaft- India Houfe, 
that the Lord Holland Ealt-Indiaman, from:Madras, is fate 
arrived in the Downs from Plymouth, under convoy of his

manoer in which they carried it dn: Their firit attempt, he 
obferved, thould undoubtedly have been againlt the Texel, 
which they had neglected ; and by their negleét they loft, he 
faid; an opportunity of giving a fatal blow to the navy of Hol- 
land: But at the fame time ihat he blamed the Minifters. for 
their negleét, he thanked Heaveii for it; for he declared that 
the deftruétion of the Dutch marine was an event which no 
Englifiman ought to look vo, but with horror.. It is to be 
hoped that the inftructidn’ given to Lord Howe are no found- 
ed upon the principle of this declaration. Holland is leagued 
with France and America againft us ; fhe purfues the war a- 
gain{t us with a degree of rancour, which makes her fhut her 
ears to every propofition df peace ; and the ruin of our marine 
atid edmmerce is unqueftionably her object. Holland, with 
fuch views, is a Carthage to us; and therefore Lord Howe, 
if he comes ta an engagement with the Dutch fleet, fhould not 
forget what has been often applied 10 France with general ap- 
planfe, and which is not lefs applicable at prefent to ‘Holland.

more loyal body of fubjeéts than the Scotch were, illiberality would 
vanith with apprehenfions and that henceforward the conteft between 
the two countries, would be, ndt which thould rife fupcrior to-the o- 
ther, but which thould predominate over the foes of both. It might 
indeed be obferved, that an oppofition to this meafaie, was made fo 
Jate as the year 1775; but the nation was at that time engaged in 
igteftine ferment. Now the world in arms flands at our gates, and 
bids domeftic variante ceafe. Without unity, we. mult perilh. I thall 
not, faid his Lordthip, take np the further time of the Houfe. 1 fhall 
referve myfelf to anfwer objeétions, if objections can poffibly be made 
te a propofition of moment fo irrefiflible. 

Sir Charles Turner, with that peculiar humow which diftinguithes 
his fpeeches, objegted to the motion. He faid it would be a revival of 
that barbarous feudal fyftem which was almoit abolifhed in Scotland. 
Clanhhip and Lairdthip would once more rife into rebellion and maf 
facres. ‘The Scotch were undoubtedly a brave pecple; but the High- 
landers carried that bravery to favage ferocity. They were not men 
vhofe violemt, paffions ought to be trufted with the national arms. 
From their education they had attachments to particular Chiefs, which 
might jar with the public weal. Even in appearance they carried ter- 
ror with them againit a more ciwilized people ; and it wouid be 'there- 
fore an inequitable meafure, to put weapons.in their hands alike with 
the more refined Englith—-Let one inftanee fatisty, Gentlemen: In 
the rebellion in 1745, three ragged Highlanders, without breeches, 
frightened a whole Englihh village out of their fenfes. If the empire 
is to be armed. faid Sir Charles, t am for no partial armament—let 
every man, without diftinGtion, take his firelock. I hate that badge 
of flavery—the fed e-at. Leteevery citizen have the means of defend- 
ing his own firefide. I am for no ftanding armic¢s of any kittd—a milie 
tia is a ftanding army, and an Highland militia the worft of (tanding 
armies. I am, therefore, notwithttanding the refolutions of the 
Scotch Pailisment at the St Alban’s ‘Tavern, totally againft the ‘meas 
fure. 

Mr Secretary at War faid, he fhould not pledge himfelf to oppofe or 
fapport the bill intended to. be brought in. He certainly thought no 
diftingtion ought to be made between England and Scotland. They 
were parts of the fame empire, and protection fhonld be extended to 

‘them equaily, if there was the fame neceflity for it. He feemed to 
think that the eftablithing a militia in Scotland would tend to hurt 
materially the reeruiting fervice for our ftanding army, (which were 
the more attive body of men in the fervice of the nation) for Scotland 
hitherto had fupplied us with < emd number of men en that aceount, 
much more than England poffibly could. However, if the bill could 
be fo niddelied as not to injure the public fervice, it thould have his

produce of this country, which he captared. —This informa- 
tion, taken altogether, is the moft important of any that has 
been received in this country for fome years back. Trinqui- 
male is the principal fort. jn, the ifland of Ceylon, which is by 
much the moit valuable of all the Datch pofleiions in the Eatt. 
It lies in 80 deg, E. long. lat. 9. is fituated on the N. E. 
part of the ifland, 100 miles from Candy, is the only harbour 
‘of confequence in the ifland, and is of fo impregnable a nature, 
when the fortifications are properly prepared, as almoft to pre- 
clude the poflibuity of a re-capture. The King of Candy has 
engaged, fince the conqueft of this valuable harbour, to af- 
filt the Englith in driving the Dutch out of the ifland, fo that 
there is every reafon to believe, that we fhall very foon be in 
the poffeflion of it-—The French have at this time eleven fail 
of the line in the Ea(t-Indies, but have no poflible power of re- 
moving Sir Edward from: his fituation in Trinquimale.

Advice was this day’received that fix Dutch men of war 
had got out of the Texel, and were waiting for the reft of 
their fleet, not fufpe&ting thar Lord Howe was out; fo that 
there was no fear ‘bat' he would come up with them, Ik is 
even faid by fome, that his Lordthip has got between the Dutch 
fleet andthe Texel, 

A réport prevailed lafh'nighe, thata cutter was arrived at 
Harwich, which left Lord.Fowe engaging the Dutch fleet ; 
we. can affure our reailers, that no fuch intelligence has been 
received at the Admiralay,. though they are in hourly expecta- 
tion of hearing of fuch an event. 

We hear that a cutter arrived in the Downs juft before Lord 
Howe failed, and from the difpatch which his Lordthip made 
in getting under way, there isfcarce a.doubt, but he received 
fome intelligence of the Dutch fleet ; and as the wind has been 
exceedingly fair to camy-hinr into the North Seas, we fhall very 
foon hear the fate of this expedition. It is generally believed 
the Dutch fleet failed on Sunday morning. 

We caf affure oar readers, that no official information has 
been réceived from Lurd. Howe {ince his depasture. It is fap: 
pofed that if -he doesnot meet with the Dutch fleet, he is to 
proceed upon fome ‘expedition, from his having troops with 
him to the amount of three.thoufand men, and his taking many 
pilots on board as heen along the Downs. The Board of 
Admiralty are in hourly expectation of receiving an exprefs 
from his Lordfhip.—— ‘The Dutch have not been heard of 
fince they appeared at anchor off the Hilder.
